Ex-Governor Seymour, of New York, 


died at 10 o'clock Friday eight at the 
residence in Utica o! his sister, Mrs, 
Boscoa Conkling. He bagan to (ail 
perceptibly at 4 o'clock Friday after- 
noon. Shortly afterwards he rallied a 
little, but soon relapsed iuto total un- 
consciousness. He expired without a 
struggle and us peacefully us if falling 
asleep. Horatio Seymour was beru in 
Pompey, Onondaga county, New York, 
May 31, 1810. When be was 9 years of 
age his parents removed to Utica. 
He 


was educated at the academies of Oxford 
.and Geneva, N. Y., and Partridge's 
military school, Middletowu, Conn., 
studied law, aud wits admitted to the 
bar in 1832. The de»tli ol his father 
devolved upou him the settlement of » 
large estate, find dithdrew him fiom 
the pructice of LIB profession. From 
1833 to 1839 he eerved ou th» military 
staff of Governor Marcy. In 1841 ho 
was elected to the Slat* Assembly us a 
Democrat, was reelected three times, 
and in 1845 was chosen Speaker. In 
1842, while in the Assembly, he was 
elected Mayor of TJtic^for one je»r. 
In 1848 he supported Lewis Cass for 
the Presidency. In 1850 he was nomi- 
nated by the Democrats for Governor, 
and was defeated by Washington Hunt, 
the Whig candidate, by a plurality of 
262 votes; but in 1852 he was elected 
Governor by a plurality of 22,59G votes 
•over the same competitor. A prohibi- 
tory liquor bill passed m March, 1854, 
was vetoed by him, on the ground that 
it was unconstitutional. He wag re- 
uoininnted in 1S54. The prohibition 
question entered largely into tba can- 
vass, which was further complicated by 
the Know-Nothing issue and the anti- 
slavery agitation growing out of the re- 
peal of the Missouri compromise. There 
were four candidates for Governor, aud 
Myron H. Clark, Whig and Prohibition- 
ist, was elected by a plurality of 309 
votes over Governor Seymour. In 1862, 
Mr. Seymour was again elected Govet- 
nor over General James S*. Wadswortb 
by a majority of 10,752 votes. In his 
inaugural address ou January 1, 1863, 
he said: "Under no circumstances can 
the division of the Union be conceded. 
We will put forth every eiertion ol 
power; we will use every policy of con 
filiation; we will guarantee them every 
right, «very consideration demanded by 
the Constitution, and by that fraternal 
regard(wbich must prevail in a common 
country; but we cau never voluntarily 
consent to th* breaking up of the union 
of tbes* States or the destruction of the 
Constitution." On June 15, Secretary 
Stanton, by direction of President Liu- 
coin, telegraphed to Governor seymour 
asking if ha could raise and forward 
20,000 militia to a«si»t in repelling the 
threatened invasion ol Maryland and 
Pennsylvania by Lee's army; and with 
in three days 12,000 soldiers were on 
their way from New York to Harrisbnrg. 
While these troops were absent from 
the State the draft was ordered to be 
enforced m the city ol New York on 
July llth. On the 9th General John E. 
Wool, commanding the Department o! 
the East, addressed a letter to Governor 
Seymour, iettmg forth that the city ol 
New York was iu a defenseless condi- 
tion, and asked thnt he might be fur 
uished with four companies of infantry 
These companies were on their way 
thither from the interior of the State 
when General Wool telegraphed, July 
13th: "Please countermand any rmlitiu 
.that is oidered to this place." On the 
game day the draft riots began. The 
Governor immediately went to New 
York, v.here on the llth he issued two 
proclamations—one calling on the riot 
Bis to disperse, and the other declaring 
Uit city in n state of insurrection. H 
divided it into districts, which wet 
placed under the control of military rann 
who were directed to organize the citi 
zens; and 3,000 stands of arms wer 
issued to these and other organizations 
Boats were chartered to convey police 
men and soldiers to any point on th 
shores of the island where disturbance 
were threatened. The Governor visitec 
til! the riotous din nets in person, an 


by persuasion as well H by the nse of 
th* force at bis command aided in quell- 
ing the disturbance. During hia term 
Gov. Seymour commissioned more than 
13,000 officers in the volunteer service 
of the United States. In 1864, lie ad- 
dressed a message to the Legitlatnre 
advocating the payment of the interest 
on trie State bonds in gold; and the re- 
usal of tho Legislature to adopt this 
olicy greatly depreciated their value, 
n August he presided over tba Demo- 
ratio National Convention at Chicago, 
which nominated General McClellan for 
he Presidency. He also presided over 
he Convention in 1868, held in New 
L'ork. The leading candidates for the 
ominations were: George H. Pendle- 
on, Andrew Johnson, Thomas A. Hen- 
ricks and General W. S. Hancock. 


Governor Seymour had positively de- 
lined to permit the uso of his name as 
candidate; but on the .twenty-second 
allot the Ohio delegation, to forestall a 
hreatened movement in favor of Salmon 
. Chase, cast tbvir united vote for 
loratio Seymour. When Wisconsin 
was leached in the call of States, its 
,el*gation seconded his nomination, 
ud every Stato changed its vete to 
Seymour, who was declared the unani- 
mous choice of the Convention. Gen- 
ral Francis P. Bair, Jr., was nominated 
or Vice President. At th», election 
ieymour and Blair received 2,703,600 
otes against 3,013,188 votes for Grant 


and Colfax. 


Since the election Governor Seymour 


las lived in retirement on his eitensive 
nd well cultivated farm in Deerfield, 
lear Dtica, though once since then he 
was prominently mentioned as a possi< 
Die Democratic candidate for the Presi- 
dency. He ban been President of the 
National Dairymen's Association and of 
he Prison Association of the United 
itates. He was a brother-in-law of 
Ion. Boscoe Coukliug.
